TO  GENERAL  ENDOWMENT  FUNDS 


Zella  U  illiams  Gift  Is  Second 

Largest  in  Academy  History 


Early  in  January  word  was  received  that 
the  school  had  been  named  a  beneficiary 
under  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Zella  M.  Wil- 
liams of  New  York  City.  Miss  Williams,  who 
died  in  New  \ork  on  December  27,  was  a 
distant   cousin   of   Mr.    Eames. 

By  the  terms  of  the  will,  Governor  Dura- 
mer  will  receive  a  specific  bequest  of  $50,000 
and  will  also  receive  the  remainder  of  the 
estate  after  this  and  other  bequests  have  been 
honored.  The  residuary  estate  is  estimated 
at  approximately  $150,000.  Miss  Williams 
specified  that  the  entire  amount  should  be- 
come permanent  endowment  and  that  the 
income  should  be  used  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  school. 

This  gift  is  one  of  the  largest  ever  received 
by  the  school  and  is  particularly  helpful  at 
a  time  when  rising  costs  have  made  it  more 
difficult  for  the  endowed  academies  to  oper- 
ate without  increasing  tuition  charges  or  limit- 
ing the  scholarship  aid.

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STRONG  WINTER  TRACK  TEAM 

BREAKS  MANY  SCHOOL  RECORDS 


After  last  winter's  record-breaking  track 
season,  most  of  the  Governors'  best  men  came 
back  this  vear  for  another  round  of  pavement- 
pounding  outside  the  Alunmi  Gvmnasium. 
From  last  year's  roster.  Brad  Crane  and  Bob 
McArthur  came  back  to  provide  a  good  start 
in  the  long  distance  runs.  Dave  Crockett  and 
Thornton  Burke  to  take  over  the  short  dis- 
tances, and  Carl  Pescosolido  and  Paul  Getch- 
ell  to  rush  the  field  events. 

All  in  all.  the  combination  of  these  old- 
timers  and  some  new  dark-horses  has  made 
this  winter's  team  the  strongest  in  manv 
vears.  To  aid  them  are  two  excellent  coaches, 
Mr.  W  ithington  and  Mr.  Boyd  Maunsell.  the 
latter  a  newcomer  who  had  a  great  deal  of 
experience  in  distance  running  in  England. 

On  Januarv  30.  the  Governors  made  their 
first  killing  at  the  B.A.A.  games  in  Boston, 
where  thev  ran  the  mile  relav.  In  spite  of 
unusually  tough  competition,  the  GDA  track- 
sters  came  in  third  out  of  ten  preparatory 
school  teams  which  entered,  at  the  same  time 
setting  a  new  Governor  Dummer  record  for 
that  run. 

On  Februarv  3.  the  GDA  jets  pounded  the 
Exeter  JA  .  team  with  a  heaping  571 4  to  33^4 
score.  In  that  meet  Carl  Pescosolido  broke 
the  GDA  reccrds  for  the  45-yard  hurdles  and 
the  broadjump.  and  George  Bovnton  pushed 
the  shotput  record  up  to  a  heftv  50  feet.  11 
inches. 

The  third  meet  was  a  three-wav  match 
between  G.D.A..  Portsmouth,  and  the  Exeter 
J.V.'s  on  February  14.  Again  the  Red  Track- 
>ters  outran  the  other  teams  by  a  comfortable 
42  to  38  to  26  respectively.  Dave  Crockett 
broke  the  school  record  in  the  600-yard  run 
and  Carl  Pescosolido  again  broke  the  Gov- 
ernors" indoor  record  for  the  broad  jump. 
raising  it  to  20"7". 

CD. A.    Confounds    the    Experts    at 
the  A.  E.  Preparatory  School  Meet 

On  the  afternoon  of  February  27  the  G.D.A. 
Redmen  arrived  at  Andover  in  the  earlv  after- 


noon to  run  against  nine  other  schools  in 
the  New  England  Preparatorv  School  Meet. 
Thev  had  tuned  themselves  up  for  a  big  or- 
deal, and  they  started  off  with  a  "bang!"  by 
taking  the  first  three  places  in  the  shot  put. 
As  the  afternoon  wore  on.  the  meet  developed 
into  a  three-cornered  battle  between  Andover. 
Moses  Brown,  and  Governor  Dummer.  with 
the  Governors  scoring  in  nearly  every  event 
and  rolling  up  a  seeminglv  comfortable  lead 
on  points  amassed  bv  Pescosolido.

The  outlook  for  a  fine  basketball  season 
did  not  seem  as  promising  in  mid-December 
as  it  has  proved  to  be.  The  expert  coaching  of 
Mr.  \^  itherspoon  and  the  fine  leadership  of 
Captain  Ernie  Lamb,  along  with  the  scoring 
and  defensive  plav  of  the  Hicks  brothers.

Lawrence's  star 
center,  Manias,  found  the  range  in  the  second 
half,  but  the  Governors  were  able  to  keep 
pace  with  the  home  team  to  win  60-50.  Manias 
was  the  day's  high  scorer  with  26  points 
while  Ernie  Lamb  and  Dave  Hicks  hit  double 
figures  for  the  Red  team. 

On  January  17  the  learn  donned  its  new- 
home  uniforms  for  the  first  time  to  play  an 
inexperienced  St.  Sebastian's  five.  The  Red- 
men  hit  the  sixty  mark  for  the  third  straight 
time  and  won  easily  65-44.
